MEETING OP THE COMMON COUNCIL 
FORT WAYNE, INDIANA 

January 27, 1970 


At the regular meeting of the Common Council of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, on January 27, 1970, Mrs. Celia 
Ann Fay addressed the Council members and audience as follows: 

"The first effort to involve women in local govern- 
ment in an organized manner and through their own 
organizations is Operation WIG (Women Interested in 
Government) . Initiated by two of the organizations 
themselves, American Association of University Women 
and Fort Wayne Business and Professional Women, Inc., 
it was decided to increase the number to 12 organi- 
zations, permitting each to send two representatives 
to the regularly and specially scheduled meetings 
of city government. Starting January 15 and ending 
March 13 after a two-month period of observing local 
government in action, the schedule includes every de- 
partment and about 30 meetings.
